She has had a private Audience of his Excel- 
kency, under the Name of the Countefs of Mariem- 
bourg which fhe has chofen that during her Stay 
here the may be incognito. She has feen the coagu- 
laced Bivod of St. Januarius ; and that being faid to 
be her chief Bufinefs here, ’tis fuppos’d the will foon 
fet out on ber /Return to Rome. The Viceroy con- 
tinucs ro take all imaginable Precautions for op- 
pofing the Irruption which the Imperialifts threaten 
to make inco this Kingdom. : 

Venice, May 20. The 18th Inftant a new Ordi- 
nance was publifh’d in this City, for reftraining Pro- 
fufenefs and Luxury in Habits and Entertainments ; 
and even Strangers hat have fojourn’d 6 Months 
here, are oblig’d ro conform themfelves to it. The 
Duke of Mantua is gone from hence with all his 
Court, to pafs the Summer at Padua: He has fent 
the Abbo: Guilian ro the Court of Rome, in Quality 
of bis R fijent. The laft Advices from our Fron- 
tier Towns beyond the Po, tell us that the ro Re- 
gimen:s of Imperial Horfe and Foot detach’d for 
the Kingdom of Naples, are in full March through 
the Ecclefiaftical Stare ; that their Quarters are 
regulated, and alfo the Quantity of Provifions and 
Forrage that is to be furnifh’d to them ; that they 
are to file along the Coaft ; and that they are not 
to bea: their Drums, nor carry their Colours and 
Standards fl\ing, in any Town in their Paffage. 
A great Train of Artillery, with Stores of Ammu- 
nition and Provifions, is embark’d at Mantua for 
that Expedition. 

Turin, May 15. The 20th of this Month our 
Duke’s Forces will begin to march to* the general 
Rendezvous near Alpignano on the Doria ; and large 
Magazines at Rivoli and Veillana are ftor'd with 
Provifions, for the Subfiftance of thofe Troops and 
the Imperialifts that are to joyn them. Men are at 
Work in our Arfenal in cafting Cannon of a new In- 
vention, which may be carried over the Alps wich 
lefs Trouble than the common Sort: incredible 
Stores of Provifions and Ammunition are laid up at 
Ivrea and Coni : In a Word, never were greater Pre- 
parations than are makiag in this Country for entring 
France 3 but whether the Allies will begin the Gam- 
paign with the Siege of Pignerol or Suza, to open 
themfelves a Paffage into Dauphine, is yet uncertain. 
The Opening of the Campaign on this Side has 


been hindred by the cold Weather we have had till 
now, and che Snows in the Mountains that divide 
us from Dauphine ; bur thofe Snows have begun to 
mel, and the Weather is grown opener.

Paru, May 27. The King has conferr’d on the 
Marthal de Coeuvres aii the Governments and oiher 
Digniies which his Father the laie Marfhal d’Errees 
had, «xcept the Iufiaucorps a Brevet which his 
Majefty has given :o the Duke de Bethune. The 
Coips of che Marthal d Errees is carried to Soiffons, 
there be incest d in the Church of the Feuillans, 
which was founded by che Marfhal d’Etrees his 
Father. The Marquis de Chamuliard Secretary of 
State con-inues to cake a View of our Frontier 
Places, in which he 1s receiv'd with the Honours 
due to his Caracter : He was expected at Luxem- 
bourg the 24h, and is to be at Toul the 3oth 
Inftant. Letters from Nancy of the 22d tell us, 
that the Dutchefs of Mantua and the Princefs of 
Vaudemont were arriv’d at Commerci ; that they 
had fent two Gentlemen ro the Court of Lorrain, 
to notify their Arrival ; and that there upon the Duke 
of Lorrain had given Order for their being enter- 
tain’d at the publick Charge in his Dominions, and 
with all the Honours due to Ferfons of their Rank. 


Hague, June 3. * The French Refugees in this
